PROPOSED RESOLUTION 


Amending the Resolution Regarding the Regulation of Signs 
Approved and Adopted January 20, 1999 

Whereas, the regulation and zoning control of signs in the unincorporated areas of Cook County 
were adopted ever almost twenty -five years ago; and 

Whereas, numerous conflicts have developed over the years between the growth and development 
of the unincorporated areas and areas under municipal authority, and the proliferation of signs, 
particularly large advertising signs; and 

Whereas, signs permitted under the 1976 Cook County Zoning Ordinance are now considered out 
of place, particularly in areas attempting to preserve scenic and aesthetic assets; and 

Whereas, a comprehensive amendment to Article 12 of the Cook County Zoning Ordinance has 
been proposed and introduced for consideration by the Cook County Board of Commissioners; and 

Whereas, the proposed amendments have been referred to the Committee on Zoning for public 
hearing and comment, which process is was expected to take several months to complete; and 

Whereas, these proposed sign regulations have vet to be considered bv the Committee on Zoning 
and Building; and 

Whereas, the proposed sign regulations will substantially amend the size and location permitted 
for many signs, and will make certain signs non-conforming subject to amortization and removal: and 

Wh e r e a s , th e ongo i ng i s s o ai K e of building p e nn i t s-a nd/or zon i ng r elie f und e r th e e xist i ng zon i ng 
ord i nanc e und e rmin e s th e ability of Cook County to e ff e ct i v el y r e gu l at e th e prolif e ration of conflicting 
signs throughout th e un i ncorporat e d ar e a s of Cook County. 

Whereas the moratorium on the issuance of pennits for advertising signs has been effective in 
limiting the proliferation of advertising sians, however, businesses in unincorporated Cook County are 
seeking zoning relief for the repiacemenl and modernization of on premises advertising signs; 

NOW THEREFORE. BE IT RESOLVED AS FOLLOWS; 

1. From the date of adoption of this Resolution and until review of the comprehensive amendment 
to Article 12 of the Cook County Zoning Ordinance has been completed, there shall be a moratorium on 
the issuance of any and all permits for the construction, expansion or relocation of ail signs or for zoning 
relief as regulated by Article 12 of the 1976 Cook County Zoning Ordinance. 
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2. The Commissioner of Building and Zoning shall, upon sufficient evidence submitted by an 
applicant, have the authority to issue a permit for replacement of sign(s)located on and within the 
premises of a business or property owner where such sign(s)existed prior to the moratorium and which 
have come into disrepair due to damage by weather conditions, accident, intentional acts of vandalism, er 
in instances where the business at which the existing sign is located has changed, or in instances in which 
the property or business owner deems that an existing on premises sign no longer appropriately projects 
the quality of the business and where, due to the age and deterioration of construction materials used, 
such sign(s) detract from the value of the business property. The issuance of a permit for the replacement 
of previously existing signs shall be only for restricted to applications for those on premises signs mi 
r e qu i f i ng - a v a r 4a tH»n from; ond that meet the requirements of: the 1976 Cook County Zoning Ordinance. 

3. The Commissioner of Building and Zoning shall take appropriate steps to inform the Zoning 
Administrator and the Zoning Board of Appeals of this relief under the moratorium. 

4. If. upon the expiration of six months from the date of adoption of this amended moratorium, 
review of the proposed amendments to Article 12 has not been concluded, ibe this amended moratorium 
hereby imposed shall be reviewed and the County Board shall determine whether a basis exists to extend 
the moratorium for a further period of time. 


Commissioner Hansen, seconded by Commissioner Schumann, moved to suspend the rules so that this 
matter may be considered. The motion carried unanimously.

236803 may be considered. The motion carried. 

236803 OFFICE OF CAPITAL PLANNING AND POLICY, by Michael E. LaMont. Director, 
transmitting a Communication dated June 9. 2000: 

Transmitted herewith for your approval is a request for authorization for the Purchasing 
Agent to advertise for bids for Rockwell Warehouse Renovation: Phase 11 - Interior. It is 
respectfully requested that this honorable body approve this request. 

This project involves the upgrade/replacement of mechanical and electrical systems, 
plumbing and sprinkler systems, and life safety systems. 

Bond Issue (20000 Account). 

Sufficient funds have been appropriated to cover this request. 

*Referred to the Construction Committee on 6/20/00. 

*Deferred at the Construction Meeting of 6/28/00. 

Chairman Carr asked Michael LaMont to give a brief explanation in regards to the supplemental item. 

Michael LaMont stated that the supplemental item is for the interior upgrade of the mechanical-electrical 
system at the Rockwell Warehouse. In June 2000. the Office of Capital Planning and Policy asked for 
approval to advertise for bids for the upgrade, but studies of the electrical system were being conducted at 
the time the request came before the committee. Mr. LaMont said he then requested that the item be 
deferred in committee until the studies were completed. He said the initial request was less of an upgrade, 
but now a more extensive upgrade of the electrical and mechanical systems is being requested. He 
commented that it was believed the switchgear and electrical distribution panels could be reused, 
however, the decision was made to replace them. 

Mr. LaMont informed the committee that the boiler system dates back to the 1920's and also needs to be 
replaced. A new stand-alone boiler room will be built, which will be more cost efficient. He stated that 
when the Office of Capital Planning and Policy received the recommendations from the consultant, he 
realized there was not enough appropriation in the bond account so the decision was made to wait until 
the Capital Budget for fiscal year 2001 could be amended. 

Commissioner Moreno, seconded by Vice Chairman Butler, moved to approve Communication No. 
236803. The motion carried.

Michael LaMont explained that there are two items related to building out the data center at the New 
Cook County Hospital, the one that is before the committee today and a previous one that is 
Communication number 243249. He explained that in building out the data center there are two 
components, the data center itself which is a room of approximately 6,000 square feet in the hospital 
building and consists of all the networking equipment, the floor and the environmental controls that are 
being bid. He further stated that Communication number 243254 involves getting the proper power to the 
data center room. The data center room has specialized power requirements that are over and above what 
the hospital can handle. He also stated that when the architect began with the design of the hospital in 
1996. there was no budget approved, plan or layout exactly for a data center because it was too early to 
begin that type of planning, however, space was identified for the data center. Once the design proceeded 
and the electrical loadings were defined. Unisource Network Systems looked at the amount of power 
coming out of the new power plant and determined there was not sufficient power. He said he is 
requesting authorization for Unisource Network Systems to bring the necessary normal and emergency 
power from the new power plant into the data room.

WHEREAS, according to recently released statistics 151 federal, state, and local law enforcement 
officers were killed in the line of duly in 2000; and 

WHEREAS, such figures represent a 13 per cent increase in the number of peace officers killed in the 
line of duty from 1999; and 

WHEREAS, the National Institute for Occupational Safety and Health has determined that a deputy 
sheriff or police officer has the second highest risk of being murdered on the job; and 

WHEREAS, such statistics reveal that one police officer Is killed somewhere in the United States every 
54 hours and that an additional 62.000 assaults are committed against police officers annually, resulting in 
more than 27.000 injuries; and 

WHEREAS, by Act of Congress, May 15th of each year is National Peace Officers Memorial Day, the 
first Thursday in May is designated as Illinois Police Officer Memorial Day by the state legislature, and 
the first Sunday in May is the Chicago Police Department's St. Jude Police League Memorial March; and 
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WHEREAS, the nation pays tribute to the federal, state, and local law enforcement officers who have 
paid the supreme price of their lives at a National Law Enforcement Officers Memorial in Washington, 
D.C., with blue and gray marble walls displaying the names of more than 15,000 officers killed in the line 
of duty since 1792: and 

WHEREAS, in 1990, the State of Illinois completed a memorial to honor law enforcement officers who 
made the supreme sacrifice on behalf of the people of this great state, with a six-foot-tall statue of male 
and female law enforcement officers atop a seven-foot-tall, six-sided base: and 

WHEREAS, in 2000. the City of Chicago dedicated the Gold Star Families Memorial Park along 
Chicago's lakefront. with 460 trees planted, one honoring each Chicago police officer killed in the line of 
duty; and 

WHEREAS, the President and Cook County Board of Commissioners wish to provide a lasting memorial 
to all peace officers killed in the line of duty within our county, whether said officers served as Chicago, 
suburban, or county law enforcement agencies, and to pay tribute to those who currently serve in such 
positions. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County President and Board of 
Commissioners does hereby remember and honor the memories of all peace officers, whether they be 
sheriffs, correctional guards, police officers, or any other such service officer killed in the line of duty, 
and do recognize and appreciate the dedication of those who currently so serve, by designating May 10th 
as Peace Officer Day of Remembrance and Recognition in Cook County. Illinois, beginning in the year 
2002, and each year thereafter.
